Prana Pfaueer. employed as a driver with RPE Munich, 
would like to inf ora the Security Of floe about the following lnoident 
with Mr. Bernard, lessee of the RFE Snaok Bar. 




Yesterday. Nov enter 23,1953 at about 16.00 hrs, I was requested by 
Mr. HASHED, Purchasing Office, to pick up tables and ohalrs for 
Kr. Bernard in Haus der Kunst with uy Opel Blitz. I first found out 
ftroa Mr. Bernard wttther it is possible to bring the load at one 
tine. Mr. Bernard explained to ue, since the tables and obalra oan 
be folded up. it oan be done easily. Later-on I found out that the 
tables and ohalrs could not be folded up so that I was not able to 
bring then all at one tine. I drove back to RPE with 12 tables and 
10 ohairs. Upon ay arrival, I lnael lately went to Hr. Bernard and 
told hia that it was not possible for ae to take the whole load at 
one tlae, besides, I aentioned that it is 17.00 hrs now and I have 
to be off duty at 17.30 hrs, therefore, I will plok up the rest 
toner row. Thereupon Mr. Bernard raised his voice and told ae he 
will ooaplain to Mr. Holler who gave hia the peraisslon to have 
these lteaa ploked up. I asked Kr. Be. nerd to call up Mr. Thoason 
who is ay boss, and if he approves that I make over-hours, I certain- 
ly will oontlnue driving. Mr. Bernard's reply was that he does not 
oars at all about Mr. Thoason, he will oall up Mr. Holler. Mr. Ber- 
nard, however, did not oall Mr. Holler but Mrs. Hiesohlag froa 
Purchasing. Mr. Bernard ooaplatned about ae to Mrs. Hiesohlag by 
telling her that 7 aa too lasy to work and do not want to do this 
work. After having finished his oall Hr. Bernard told set you are 
too lazy to work, I just received the conflraation on this. I re- 
plied to Mr. Bernards I aa eaployed with Radio Free Europe and 
not with you. Mr. Bernard told ae with an extreaely loud voleei 
Oo to work now and don't stand around here but unload the ear at 
least. 

As Mr. Bernard, several times, threatened ae with Mr, Holler, I 
drove again to Haus der Kunst, to plok up the reaainlng load, on 
ay own responsibility. At 18.00 hrs I returned froa this tour, 
laaediately reported to Mr. Thoason and told hia above out-lined 
story. Thereupon X went to Purchasing where I learned that Mr. Ber- 
nard had been there personally while I was absent and told theat 
X aa a ooaaunist and haws to be teralnated.
